Pictured above* is an artist's sketch of the monument which 
the Newmarket Veterans* Association will erect at the Newmarket 
cemetery in memory of their deceased comrades. It will be approx- 
imately nine feet high, will be made of Canadian pink granite from 
Iberville, Que., and on its surface will be carved the cross of sac- 
rifice and the flaming torch. 

The top part of the monument wilt be all hammered or steeled, 
while the base will be partly hammered with the lower part rough. 
There will be a flagstone walk approaching the monument. 

A unique feature will be that at one end of the base a hole will 
be drilled in which a seated bronze cylinder can be locked.

night described conditions in 
the Newmarket public schools 
as "unsanitary and unhealthy," 

in a report to the Newmarket 
town council on Monday night. 

"The lavatories in all three 
schools are poorly lit and have a 
bad odor," he said. "Faucets 
are in the middle between two 
drinking fountains, so that when 
a child washes his hands, the 
dirty water splashes up over the 
fountains. The playrooms are 
also poorly lit, and one is par- 
ticular is extremely dirty. There 
is paper over on one side of the 
room which must have been 
there for two years. All of them 
are poorly ventilated. 

"Iniwo schools the washrooms 
provided for teachers are used as 
storage rooms. I hope the day 
will soon come when the council 
will scrap these second-rate 
schools and will build one mod- 
ern and clean school all on one 
floor. In one school I asked for 
an impromptu fire drill, and I 
was very pleased with the re- 
sults. Teachers and pupils were 
all out of the school in 50 sec- 
onds from the time the alarm 
was sounded. The grounds of 
all three schools are very dirty." 

Dr, Dales produced a copy of 
the regulations governing licens- 
es for restaurants In TorontOi 
and asked that the council in- 
corporate similar regulations in- 
to a by-law for Newmarket. 
"Then your medical officer will 
be able to act with some author- 
ity when restaurants are found 
to be unclean," he said. 

Dr. Dales expressed regret 
that the town had lost the ser- 
vices of Mrs. Anne Bell from the 
hoard of health. . "She is a 
singularly fine woman who has 
served the town well in many 
capacities," he said.

An inescapable fact about the Newmarket 
arena is that it cannot provide extensive free 

skating and still pay its way. A lot of people 
thought it could when they approved the pur- 
chase of the arena by the town three years ago. 
The balance sheets of the rink's operation during 
those three years have proved that it can't be 
done. 

The arena must make at least $2,000 for the 
payment of the debenture debt. It also must 
meet heavy operating costs, made heavier by the 
long hours spent in flooding through the night. 
The vagaries of the weather are an added risk. 

Artificial ice will put the arena into the black 
with a doubled season. With the whole district 
to draw from, there would be no lack of teams 
for practice hours and games. Public skating 
would draw larger crowds with the better ice. 
Bill it appears that artificial ice is a long way off j 
and in the meantime, the only answer to efficient | 
operation is to cut out free skating as a contribu- 
tion of the arena, and put it on a time-for-sale 
basis. 

We do not suggest that free skating be dis- 
continued. There is nothing to prevent the pub- 
lic and high school boards from buying blocks of 
time for the pupils. Service clubs or the Recre- 
ali6n Commission could purchase time for the 
prc-school children. If there is a surplus at the 
end of the year, it could be divided proportion- 
ately among the contributors of free time. 

To have the arena make free time a part of its 
schedule through the year is to add to the gamble 
on the weather. A short winter means that the 
arena will need every cent to meet its costs. 
Under the circumstances, there would be no 
room for free skating as an arena contribution. A 
long winter will give a surplus to be refunded to 
the contributors of free time. 

Weather prophets to the contrary, there is no 
way of determining in advance how much skat- 
ing time the arena will have. Until actual 
revenue is guaranteed, as it would be with arti- 
ficial ice, the arena must be put on a strict 
money-making basis if it is to pay its way.

Newtnarket— The Congregational Christian church here cele- 
brates its 125th anniversary November 16. In commemoration, the 
church has prepared a program of special services and events 
beginning November 9 and extending to November 17. 

A history of the church up to 1911 has been prepared by a 
member of the congregation and is given below: 

In 1820 Mary Stogdill settled 
in Newmarket. She had been 
converted in Greenville. N.Y., 
under the ministry of Elder 
David Millard. In her new 
home she desired the freedom of 
the Christian church and longed 
for its enjoyment. She wrote to 
T. Brown of Porter, N.Y., for as- . 
sistance and in response Allen j 
Huntley was sent. Upon his ar-j 
rival, he was met by Darius j 
Mann and urged to accompany 
him to his home at Lake Simcoe. 
Mr. Huntley was ordained and 
the first Christian church in 
Upper Canada was organized at 
the home of Mr. Mann with 43 
members on Oct. 21, 1821. The 
first Christian church in the vi- 
cinity of Newmarket was organ- 
ized on lot 1 in the 2nd conces- 
sion of East Gwiliirnbury on 

Nov. 20, 1822. This is the mani- 
fest and agreement:

"Wo are in an embarrassing 
position concerning where these 
houses might be located. A com- 
mittee would have to go into 
that further." 

Mayor Vale said that in his 
opinion the schemes were 
"splendid," "In the first place 
this Is not a municipal venture, 
and we would not become in- 
volved In a lot more than we 
can handle. In the second place. 
it is not a selling scheme, but a 
low-cost renting scheme, which 
Is what ts badly needed in this 
town. Reconstruction minister 
C. D. Howe just announced these 
new plants on October 10." 

In the round-table discussion 
which followed, chief objection 
to the plan was that If the sec* 
ond scheme were ratified, taxes 
on the properties would be 
arbitrarily set at $70 despite 
what might happen to taxes in 
other parts of tho town, and 
would remain that way for a 
period of ten years, while if the 
first scheme were ratified tho 
town would eoltect nothing. 

Mayor Joseph Yale said thc 
town's expenses under the first 
scheme would be small too, since 
the upkeep for roads nnd sewers 
in the first ten years would be 
small.

Newmarket — Kenneth Brilling- 
er, Lake Wilcox, pleaded guilty 
to all but one of five charges of 
fraud in magistrate's court on 
Friday. Magistrate HolHnrake 
reserved sentence for one week, 
and the one charge to which the 
accused pleaded not guilty was 
also held over. The offences 
were all dated around August, 
1947. 

C. C. Mabley, Richmond Hili, 
testified that he had bought a 
truck from Brillinger and la^er 
found that the accused had not 
paid for the truck.
